The KC97 Strato Tanker of the

through a heavy overcast for a 
landing at Norton AFB»at San 
Bernardino. 


The pilot had asked permission

designed the first snipe boat in 1932 
he had no idea It would become the 
most popular one-design sailing 
yacht.

snipes registered with SCTRA, the 
Snipe Class International Racing 
Association.

modore Ted A. Wells of Wichita,. 
Kan., has been deluged with requests 
for No. 10,000. HP solved_fchg_dilem- 
ma by assigning that magic number 
to a model snipe on a plaque honor- 
ing the man who designed the first 
knockabout. The plaque now rests v 
in the living room of his widow, 
Mrs. Emma Crosby, at Pelham, N. Y. 


389 Active Fleets 


Today, 22 years after the first 


snipe was built, there are 389 active 
snipe fleets from all over the world 
registered with SCTRA. 


The snipe is a sturdy 15%-foot 


sloop and takes a lot of pounding. 
The first one built still races in Fort 
Worth and this spring No. 23 won a 
race in Fort Worth. 


The snipe is the "poor man's" 


yacht. It is raced by young and old 
all over the world. It costs about 
$700, complete with sail which has a 
total area of 117 square feet. 


In competition a snipe is manned 


by a skipper and a one-man crew. 
It has an overlapping Genoa jib 
with unusual headroom below the 
boom.

Leftist President Guzman Quits

GUATEMALA W — Leftist Presi- 


dent Jacobo Arbenz Guzman re- 
signed under the pressure of the 
army and military reverses last 
night. He handed over the govern- 
ment reins to a military Junta head- 
ed by Col. Carols Enrique Diaz, 39- 
year-old army chief of staff. 


Diaz in a broadcast pledged the 


army to continue the war against 
the invading exiles led by Col. Car- 
los Castillo Armas, but the switch In 
government appeared to signal the 
end of the Communists' strong in- 
fluence on the regime Arbenz had 
led. Army leaders are known to 
have become increasingly opposed 
recently to the Reds' strong influ- 
ence on the government. 


The ouster of the 41-year-old 


Arbenz followed reports of a big 
rebel victory at Zacapa, key railroad 
center 75 miles northeast of the 
capital. Army forces, particularly 
their artillery, were reported shat- 
tered there.

PAY TO FIRM TO 
KEEP PITS OPEN 


TAMAQUA, P». UB—Hard coal 


miners in the Panther Creek Valley 
of northeastern Pennsylvania have 
offered to give up 20 days' pay to 
defray losses if the Lehigh Naylga- 
tion Coal Co. cancels its plan to 
close mining operations 
in the 


region permanently. 


The offer to give up pay was 


included in a 10-point program 
adopted by the miners at a mass 
public meeting at Tamaqua High 
School Stadium yesterday. The 
miners hoped their program would 
keep the mines open. 


The contribution of 20 days' pay 


from employes'of the firm would 
amount to about 1% million dollars. 


At a meeting in Philadelphia last 


week, the board of managers of 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Co., the parent firm of the coal 
concern, decided to close the mines 
and write off as a failure a com- 
pany back-to-work plan calling for 
increased production. 


Closed Since May 3 


The mines have been closed since 


May 3 when Lehigh Bald it could 
no longer absorb huge operating 
deficits. Early in June, It an- 
nounced its back-to-work proposal 
but the Tamaqua local of the 
United Mine Workers refused to 
accept the plan. 


The local set up picket lines at 


all Lehigh operations in the Valley, 
ihus preventing members of four 
other UMW locals, who had ap- 
proved the plan, from returning 
;o work. The Tamaqua local said 
half of the normal 1.200-raan work- 
ing force at Tamaqua colliery 
would remain idle under the plan. 


After waiting two weeks, the 


company decided to close all oper- 
ations permanently. About 4,500 
person? will be unemployed in the 
already hard hit anthracite area.

Garden Fence Adds Room 
To Crow Crops In Air 


Tomato Vines Pruned and Tied to Fence or Stakes Ripen Earlier. 


Air rights are a valuable asset 


to 
every vegetable 
garden, i if 


used properly. Some of our finest 
vegetables can be grown much 
better, if trained on a fence or 
threllis than if allowed to spread 
out on the ground. 


Tomatoes, cucumbers, melons, 


squash, and both snap and lima 
beans of the so-called pole varie- 
ties grow better and are easier to 
grow if they are allowed to climb. 
For this purpose a picket fence 
four to five feet high may be 
built on the north, east and west 
sides of a garden plot. 


Pickets should be spaced 3-or 4 


inches apart, so free circulation 
of air is permitted and some sun- 
shine may pass through. Around 
a garden of 1,000 square feet such 
a fence covered with plants would 
add 360 square feet or more to

Smaller varieties of musk melon 


do npt require any special support 
for their

melons will. Mesh bags saved 
from grocery purchases serve well 
for these. Some of the squashes 
also are heavy enough to need 
help in holding on to the vine un- 
til they mature. 


Climbing snap and lima beans 


will need cords to support them, 
but they should not be pruned. In 
addition . to their yield of food, 
they provide an attractive back- 
ground for the g*Jden. 


When desirable to spray or 


dust vine crops to protect them 
from insects and disease, this is 
much easier to do if they 
are 


climbing, than when they - spraw- 
ling.

In View Of Threat From Reds

WASHINGTON <* — The 
Big 


Three — the United States, Britain 
and France — could hardly afford 
a split If Russia attacked. They'd 
have to fight, and together, or 
surrender. They wouldn't have the 
luxury of time to discuss their 
differences. 


They have that luxury now, and 


we using it, because they are not 
in * hasty war but in a long-range 
one. In the end the long-range war 
may be just as fatal. The Commu- 
nists are inching ahead, as in Indo- 
china. 


The fact that President Eisen- 


hower and Secretary of State Dul- 
les and Prime Minister Churchill 
and Britain's Foreign Secretary 
Eden are here discussing their dif- 
ferences is testimony to the fact 
that they do have time. 


None of them knows how much. 


Meanwhile, the Allies, including 
the French, act in then- own indi- 
vidual interests and debate their 
differences. 


French Can't Pay 


The French held Indochina as a 


colony while not under pressure 
to do otherwise. When the Commu- 
nist-led Vietminh challenged them, 
the French showed they would 
make only limited sacrifices to 
hold what was theirs. 


They sent no draftees into Indo- 


china. That has been a war fought 
by French "volunteers, and Ger- 
mans and others in the Foreign 
'Legion. 


And in the past year the French, 


who pay a lot less In taxes than 
the Americans, weren't even able, 
or willing, to pay for their war in 
Indochina. The United States was 
carrying 78 per cent of the cost. 


When they reached a crisis in 


Indochina, 'and didn't get direct 
American Intervention, there was 
110 tvord from Paris the French 
would step up their fighting with 
draftees. They began at once to 
ook for a truce. 


Balk European Army 


In Europe they have stalled for 


years about joining the single Eu- 
•opean army which this country 
considers the only true bulwark 
against future Russian intentions 
>f attacking the West. 


If the French approved creation 


jf that army, and joined it, Ger- 
many would be allowed to rearm 
A least to the extent of providing 
100,000 troops for the single army 
o serve beside the French. 
The French fear of a rearmed 


_rermany, even to a limited degree, 
so far has been greater than their 
ear of a Russian attack if the 
single army isn't formed. Split to 
pieces by internal politics, they 
seem incapable of acting. 


And they may make a truce., with

Political Problems 


The United States, in turn, since 


it wasn't willing to send troops or 
planes into Indochina, is in a 
strange position to object to the 
kind of truce the French make. 
After all, the French did the fight- 
ing and the dying in that war. 


The Eisenhower administration 


also has political problems to 
think of. It helped itseif to office 
in 1952 by criticizing the Demo- 
crats' conduct of the Korean War. 
With the November congressional 
elections coming up, the adminis- 
tration has to think twice about 
sending any more American troops 
into Asian fighting. 


Secretary of State Dulles now 


reportedly has a plan — a military 
alliance of Britain, France and 
other non-Communist countries — 
to protect Southeast Asia after the 
truce in Indochina. But he has nev-

Then, in- 
stead of having a single non-adjust- 
able strap, cut the piece about six 
inches longer than the 
pattern 


calls for, and cut it in half. Finish 
the edges and fc tie the ends in a 
rabbit-ear knot on the shoulder.

STATE SURVEYS 
LOCAL TRAFFIC 
FOR ROAD WORK 


HAHffHESBUBO UP) — The State 


Highways Department is now em- 
barked on a summer program of 
surveying local traffic conditions 
with a view of devising plans for 
uture road construction. 
Studies on the origin and destin- 


ation of trucks and automobiles 
are now underway in Lancaster, 
Chamtoersfourg, New Kensington, 
Oil City, Hanover and Williams- 
port. 


Paul D. Muffley, chief of tfhe 


department's Planning Survey Bu- 
reau, said the program,is costing 
about $160,000. Federal aid pays 
half of the cost with most of the 
remainder being borne by the 
state. The municipalities involved 
make only a token payment to- 
ward the cost. 


"Surveys of this type are neces- 


sary before an~ extensive urban- 
highway program can get under- 
way," Muffley told a newsman. 


Started in 1946, the program has 


already touched 25 cities or bor- 
oughs. In most cases, results of 
the survey have been used to de- 
cide on relocation of old traffic 
routes or establishing new routes. 


Parking Problems 


In addition, the municiplaities 


are given statistical details on 
local paring problems. 


A team of highway department 


workers went into each of the 
cities or boroughs in the last few 
weeks. They stop motorists, asking 
their destination, where the trip 
originated, the number of passen- 
gers in the vehicle, purpose of the 
trip and similar details. The inform- 
ation as to individual motorists 
is kept confidential.
